Before I come to the Doctrines which doe here arite, I ſhall

The fathionof Firſt, wee: finde here the forme and faſhion of a houle, in 


which the parts are very nauch diverſified one from another : 
there are in a formed and faſhioned houſe, doores, windowes, 
polts, lintels, &c. There is alſo a mulcitude of common Rones 
in the-walls of the houſe, Such a houſe is the viſible miniſterial 
Church of Chriſt, the parts whegzeof are partes diſſimeslares, ſome 
Miniſters, and Rulers, ſome eminent Lights ; others of the or- 
dinary zank of Chriſtiaps, thatmgke up the walls. If God hath 
made one bat a ſmall pinning in the wall, he hath reaſon to be 
content, and muſt not fay , why am nor Ia poſt, or a corner 
ſtone, or a beame?. Neither yet may any comet ſtone deſpiſe 
the ſtones in the wall, and fay, I hayenoneedof you. 

© Secandly, the-Propher was hete to ſhew them the goings owe 
of the houſe, and the commings tn thereof, Theſe are 'not the 
lame, bur different gares ; it us plaine, chap.
